Lunar Eclipse. 


The almost total eclipse of the moon 


by the earth's shadow last Saturday even- 
Ing, was perhaps the most satisfactory 
•astronomical event ever witnessed here. 
The sky was perfectly clear. The mooa 
Centered the penumbra shadow about six 
o'clock and reached the edge of the 
earth's shadow about three-quarters of 
-an hour later. About half past eight the 
•eclipse reached the msximuui area, which 
left only a four-thousandth part of the 
"man in the moon's" face uncovered. 
The shadow passed upward rapidly and 
shortly after ten o'clock the moon was 
again shining brightly in the cloudless 


c®ky. This eclipse was visible from al- 
most every part of the globe in more or 
less completeness. America, Asia, Afri- 
ca and the entire European continent 
•witnessed it.

Yet are we over critical if we 
call a pause for a moment to ask if 
this is altogether a good thing? 


OVERDOING OP ATHLETICS. 


Isn't there a danger that the aver- 


age -.vomaa with a love for athletk-s 
may make exercise an end rather than 
a means to an end? Or, as some one 
else put it, are two hours of golf 
really more praiseworthy than two 
hours of housework? 
Would you 


rather see your daughter's name iu a 
list of golf champions than have her 
commended for her housewife!}- quali- 
ties. Might she not be a more useful 
member of society if part of the en- 
ergy spent in athletics were diverted 
in some other direction? Some physi- 
ologists believe that the activities of 
woman— or man, for that matter—are 
a fixed quantity. Their direction may 
be altered, but not their amount. 
If, 


then, a woman puts all her energy, 
all her interest, into athletics, is she 
not limiting her usefulness in other 
directions? Xo one can become an 
expert golf player nor an indefatiga- 
ble bicyclist without expending time 
and strength in undue proportion to 
the time'and strength spent in other 
things. If the girl who thus indulges 
herself has no leisure for reading, for 
study, for charitable 
ministrations 


and for home duties, is her well-de- 
veloped muscle of great value to her? 


In other "words, is it worth while 


to develop muscle at the expense of 
the higher powers? 
Parents and 


friends are usually so gratified with 
the prowess of their athletic daugh- 
ters that they do not stop to look at 
the other side nor ask the question 
•frhether the cultivation of muscle that 
might be serviceable to a day laborer 
is really a very desirable possession 
of a modern girl. 


OTHER ASPECT TO THS ST7BJECT. 
There is still one other aspect to 


the subject. 
Both in this country 


End in England the average girl is no- 
ticeably taller than the average boy, 
and the reason for this condition has 
been sought for. 
!Many of those who 


have considered this state of things 
believe that it is due to the fact that 
the growing boy in these two coun- 
tries is too apt to overexercise, where- 
as girls of the same age take just 
enough exercise to benefit without in- 
juring them. 
The note of warning, 


then, regarding undue indulgence iu 
athletirs on the part of girls relates 
rather to the future than to the pres- 
ent or to the past. But it is well to 
remember that the danger has a moral 
as "well as a physical side, and that 
time taken from more important du- 
ties is as irretrievably wasted when 
spent on golf or other outdoor sports 
as if given to more frivolous things. 


On the other hand, there is so much 


to say in favor of well-considered 
physical exercise for girls that it 
would be unfair not to give this side 
of the subject. 
At this season, too, 


when the schools are opening, au ad- 
ditional word may be in place for the 
benefit of those mothers who have 
not yet realized the necessity of regu- 
lar daily exercise for the growing girl. 
Too often the duty of giving advice 
on this physical development falls on 
the teacher. Indifference or ignor- 
ance on the part of the parent may 
make this necessary. 
The teacher, 


who is also a careful observer, has 
certainly wide opportunities for study- 
ing the bodily limitations of her 
pupils! If she has had the advantage 
of training in the new physiology she 
may be able to help correct some of 
these defects, and at least she can call 
the attention of parents to them.

CHRISTMAS DECORATIONS. 
and Inexpensive Ilims for 


ia the Holiday Seasou. 


Christmas would hardly seem like 


Christmas without an abundance of 
evergreens, the wax-like mistletoe, 
the glossy holly with its bright red 
berries and ribbons to match these 
berries everywhere. Parties and re- 
unions come with the holiday vaca- 
tions. 


An ingenious hostess delighted not 


only the little folks, but their elders 
as well, with a unique and beautiful 
ice mountain for the table at a child- 
ren's party. To make this mountain, 
place in the centre of the table a quart; 
preserve jar. Around this jar arrange 
at equal distances four pint jars, and 
still outside of this have six inverted 
tumblers. Upon the top of each jar 
and tumbler place a tiny glass dish to 
hold a smallj night lamp or candle, 
such as is used in illuminated Sowers 
for dinner decorations. 
Have at hand 


a supply of large lumps of plain wash- 
ing soda. Begin outside the tumblers 
and £11 each part up with uneven 
pieces of soda until every part is cov- 
ered except the small lights. Sprinkle 
the whole freely with frost powder and 
when the eleven little wicks are lighted 
the effect is all that could be desired. 
In the original scheme smaller pieces 
of soda were scattered around below 
the mountain, where two tiny Eskimos 
with shovels were making a path for 
a miniature sleigh drawn by four curly 
dogs.
